10 U.S. Troops Killed in Iraq 


Shiite cleric’s followers clash with soldiers in wave of unrest 


NAJAF, IRAQ I Supporters of an anti-American 
cleric rioted in four Iraqi cities Sunday, kill- 
ing eight U.S. troops and one Salvadoran 
soldier in the worst unrest since the spasm 
of looting and arson immediately after the 
fall of Saddam Hussein. 

The U.S. military on Sunday reported 
two Marines were killed in separate “enemy 
action” in Anbar province, raising the toll of 
American troops killed in Iraq to at least 6 IO. 

The rioters were supporters of the radi- 
cal Shiite Muslim cleric Muqtada al-Sadr. 
They were angry over Saturday’s arrest on 


murder charges of one of al- Sadr’s aides, 
Mustafa al-Yacoubi, and the closure of a 
pro -al-Sadr newspaper. 

Near the Shiite holy city of Najaf, a gun- 
battle at a Spanish garrison killed at least 
22 people, including two coalition soldiers 
— an American and a Salvadoran. 

Fighting in the Baghdad neighborhood 
of Sadr City killed seven U.S. soldiers and 
wounded at least 24, the U.S. military said 
in a written statement. 


A resident said two Humvees were seen 
burning in the neighborhood, and that 
some American soldiers had taken refuge 
in a building. The report could not be inde- 
pendently confirmed, and it was unclear 
whether the soldiers involved were those 
who died. 

Protesters clashed with Italian and British 
forces in other cities in abroad, violent chal- 
lenge to the U.S.-led coalition, raising ques- 
tions about its ability to stabilize Iraq ahead 
of a scheduled June 30 handover of power 
to Iraqis, khalid mohammed (ap)

9/11 Panel to Ask Rice 
About Causes, Solutions 


President s national 
security adviser to 
testify on Thursday 

WASHINGTON I Thecommissionlook- 
ing into the Sept. 11 attacks will ask 
Condoleezza Rice why governmen- 
tal bureaucracy became so flawed 
as to allow the terrorist strike and 
how the Bush administration plans 
to fix the problems, panel members 
said Sunday. 

“Nineteen men with $350,000 
defeated every single defensive 
mechanism we had up on the 11th of 
September, 2001, and they defeated 
it utterly,” former Democratic Sen. 
Bob Kerrey of Nebraska. 

President Bush’s national secu- 
rity adviser, in her public testimony 
Thursday, will need to answer how 
that happened, Kerrey said. 

Rice also will be asked about 
ways to correct “what has gone 
wrong so badly,” said a Republican 


commission member, former 
Navy Secretary John Lehman. He 
appeared with Kerrey on CBS’s 
“Face the Nation.” 

Recommendations of the 
National Commission on Terrorist 
Attacks Upon the United States 
are due July 26. The commission’s 
deadline was extended from May 
27 after complaints 
about alleged lack of 
cooperation by the 
White House. 

A major com- 
plaint was Bush’s 
Rice refusal to let Rice 
testify publicly and 
under oath, which he said would vio - 
late a president’s right to confiden- 
tial exchanges with his advisers. 

Under pressure from Congress 
and the commission, includ- 
ing the chairman, former GOP 
Gov.

Cleric Unproven, Unbowed

Iraqi Shiites are drawn 
to al-Sadr s unbending 
anti-Ameriean stanee 

BAGHDAD, IRAQ | The political views 
of Shiite cleric Muqtada al-Sadr are 
still murky. His academic pedigree 
is shaky and his oratorical skills are 
rough. But the 30 -year-old cleric 
whose supporters turned to violence 
Sunday has a family lineage that 
earns him respect and adulation 
among his anti-U.S. supporters. 

Al- Sadr’s father, Mohammed 
Sadiq al-Sadr, was Iraq’s top Shiite 
cleric. He was gunned down by sus- 
pected agents of Saddam Hussein 
in 1999. His son rose to prominence 
soon after the Iraqi leader’s ouster, 
thanks largely to the swift steps he 
and his lieutenants took to fill the 
power vacuum in Shiite-dominated 
areas across the country. 

The younger al-Sadr is a “hojat 
al-Islam,” a clerical rank that is some 
10 years of scholarly work removed 
from that of an “ayatollah.” During 
sermons, his delivery is wooden com- 
pared to more seasoned preachers. 

Al- Sadr’s relatively young age 
and lack of clerical credentials have 
stood between him and winning 
over educated middle -class Shiites 
in Baghdad and other cities. 

But he is backed by hundreds of 
energetic seminary students, whose 
devotion to the memory of his father 
underpins the movement. They have 
consistently been able to mobilize 
supporters at short notice, earning 
the movement a significant place in 
the political landscape. 

His supporters show him unusu- 
al devotion because of his uncom- 


promising anti-American stand 
— a contrast with what they see as 
tolerance toward the Americans by 
other Shiite clerics. 

Al-Sadr has not called for armed 
resistance against U.S. forces, but 
the latest violence will likely place 
him back under scrutiny. The coali- 
tion has long suspected his support- 
ers of involvement in criminal acts, 
including the murder of a senior 
Shiite cleric last year in Najaf and 
a deadly ambush of U.S. troops last 
year in Baghdad, hamza hendawi (ap)

Slovenes Refuse 
To Restore Rights 
To The Erased’ 

LJUBLJANA, SLOVENIA | Slovenes 
overwhelmingly voted Sunday 
against restoring the rights of thou- 
sands of ethnic Bosnians, Croats 
and Serbs who were stripped of 
their citizenship when Slovenia 
broke away from Yugoslavia. 

Ninety-five percent of the voters 
denied restoring rights to the group, 
widely known here as “The Erased.” 


Ethnic Slovenes were automati- 
cally given citizenship after the 
country declared independence in 
1991, while 18,000 people of other 
ethnic backgrounds were required 
to apply for citizenship. Those fail- 
ing to do so within a year were delet- 
ed from the national register, effec- 
tively making them non-persons in 
the eyes of the government.

'Ringleader’ Killed 
In Spain Explosion 


Alleged mastermind 
of train attacks dies in 
blast as police move in 

MADRID, SPAIN I The explosion 
that killed the alleged ringleader 
of last month’s Madrid train bomb- 
ings and four other terror suspects 
means the “core” of the group that 
launched the attack is now either 
dead or detained, Spain’s interior 
minister said Sunday. 

Sarhane Ben Abdelmajid Fakhet, 
the 35 -year- old Tunisian accused of 
spearheading the March 11 attacks 
that killed 191 people, died in the 
thunderous explosion as police pre- 
pared to storm their apartment in 
the suburb of Leganes, south of 
Madrid, Interior Minister Angel 
Acebes told a news conference. 


The 22 pounds of dynamite and 
200 detonators found in the apart- 
ment are the same kind used in the 
March 11 attacks and in the unex- 
ploded bomb that was discovered 
Friday under a track on the Madrid- 
Seville high-speed rail line, Acebes 
said. Such explosives and detonators 
are widely available in Spain, how- 
ever, and the match was not defini- 
tive proof of a connection. 

Two or three suspects may have 
escaped before Saturday’s blast, 
which killed a special forces offi- 
cer and wounded 15 other police- 
man, Acebes said. 

Fifteen suspects, 11 of whom are 
Moroccan, are already in custody in 
the Madrid attacks. The investiga- 
tion has focused on the Moroccan 
Islamic Combatant Group, which 
has links to al Qaeda, mar roman (a p)

Transit Groups Fight Terror 


MARC, VRE step 
up security plans in 
response to new reports 

WASHINGTON! Public transit agen- 
cies in the Washington, D.C., region 
have reacted to a recent heightened 
terror warning by speeding up secu- 
rity plans already in the works and 
imploring riders to be vigilant par- 
ticipants in the protection effort. 

On Friday, U.S. officials said 
intelligence reports indicated pos- 
sible terrorist attempts this sum- 


mer to place bombs concealed in 
backpacks or luggage on board U.S. 
buses and trains or in transit sta- 
tions. There was no specific infor- 
mation about cities or dates. 

Dennis R. Schrader, director 
of Maryland’s Office of Homeland 
Security, said officials have accel- 
erated a plan to lend bomb -sniff- 
ing dogs to the Maryland Transit 
Administration — which operates 
the MARC commuter rail system 
— for passenger screening and sur- 
veillance. Efforts to install explosive- 
resistant trash cans at MARC sta- 


tions are also being stepped up. 

BeginningMonday on the Virginia 
Railway Express commuter line, rid- 
ers will see more armed security per- 
sonnel at various locations, according 
to spokesman Mark Roeber. County 
police officers will have a heightened 
presence at stations during peak com- 
muting hours, he added. 

The officials surveyed said 
their agencies have already 
implemented many of the secu- 
rity suggestions made by the 
Department of Homeland Security.

SINCE YOU ASKED 


Q Why do all of the escalators 
at Metro stations have to be 
running at times when there aren’t 
many passengers? Why not shut 
down one to save on wear and tear, 
plus energy costs? 

A Station managers can turn 
off escalators at their discre- 
tion, but Metro tries to keep them 
running. Cedric Watson, super- 
intendent in charge of elevators 
and escalators, said one reason is 
public perception. When escala- 
tors aren’t moving, riders assume 
they’re out of service. But safety is 
also a concern. If they’re left on, 
the escalators will be available to 


help passengers out of stations 
during an emergency, he said. 

Spokeswoman Lisa Farbstein 
said it’s also an effort to provide 
equivalent service to all custom- 
ers, regardless of when they ride. 

Operating for that long does 
wear on the machines, but they’re 
designed to run for more than 24 
hours at a time, Watson said. 

They do consume energy, but 
the amount pales in comparison to 
what’s used to move the trains. Cut- 
ting out escalators wouldn’t make a 
significant dent in the bill, Farbstein

On Ehrlichs Trail 


U-Md. student film 
hounds the governor 
over campus funding 

ON CAMPUS I Tim Daly, a 22- 
year- old activist and president of 
University of Maryland’s student 
body, waits patiently outside the 
high, black iron gate of the gov- 
ernor’s mansion. His camera crew 
lurks quietly behind him. 

“I was hoping to meet with 
Governor Ehrlich, please,” Daly says, 
pressing the button on an intercom 
for Gov. Robert Ehrlich’s house. 

Finally, out comes a security 
guard. Not the governor. 

So begins Daly’s hunt for 
Maryland’s CEO, depicted in his 
half-hour documentary “Bob & Me,” 
a take-off of Michael Moore’s “Roger 
& Me,” the 1989 film that shows 
Moore pursuing former General 
Motors boss Roger Smith to con- 
front him about laying off 33,000 
auto workers in Flint, Mich. 

Daly, who produced his film 
with $8,000 in private donations 
raised by a student-run political 
action committee, sees his pur- 
suit of the governor as a venture 
similar to Moore’s. 

University tuition has increased 
by as much as 54 percent over the 
last four years, with the percentage 


increase at most campuses in the 
university system ranging from the 
low 30s to the mid 40s. An addition- 
al increase averaging 9.4 percent has 
been approved for next fall. 

Daly and his producers hope 
the movie will inspire lawmakers 
to pass pending legislation that calls 
for caps on future tuition increases 
tied to requirements that Ehrlich 
increase funding for the universi- 
ty system. 

Daly says the snubs from Ehrlich 
began in October, when the gover- 
nor ditched an appearance on the 
weekly talk show Daly hosts on 
student-run 88.1 WMUC. Shortly 
after, Daly started the political 
action committee. 

He never did get a meeting with 
Ehrlich, and the governor’s press 
office said last week it never got a 
request for one. 

“I’ve never met this kid,” Ehrlich 
said at an unrelated news confer- 
ence Wednesday, adding that maybe 
Daly has a promising career in 
stand-up comedy. 

“Maybe we will buy him a cup 
of coffee sometime after session,” 
Ehrlich joked. 

The film splices interviews with 
financially strapped students and 
laid- off staffers into short bits of 
Daly hunting down the governor, 
who is depicted only in television 


news footage. 

The humor of Daly peering up at 
a construction site poster on campus, 
saying: “Lemme get this straight. You 
cut $100 million, and then you put 
your name on all the signs?” is bal- 
anced with the seriousness of the 
real-life interviews, all in the style 
of Moore’s documentaries. 

“We needed to document how 
these decisions are affecting stu- 
dents and staff members,” Daly said. 
“We needed to hold accountable the 
people who are making decisions 
that are destructive to the univer- 
sity system.” 

Daly may be best known in 
Annapolis for towing an old 
Ford Pinto to the Statehouse, 
after Ehrlich was quoted by The 
Washington Post as saying the state 
can’t afford a Cadillac of a health- 
care system and might have to settle 
for a Pinto. 

“They should take us seriously, 
because while we may have start- 
ed out with these outlandish things 
like the Pinto, now we’ve started our 
own political action committee and 
produced our own professionally 
made film,” said Byron Macfarlane, 
a University of Maryland junior and 
a producer of the movie. 

“While parts of it are humor- 
ous, we’re also dead serious about 

it, too.” GRETCHEN PARKER (AP)

Okafor looks to cap season with NCAA title 


MEN’S COLLEGE BASKETBALL | Few 
people draw the distinction between 
life and basketball more clearly than 
Emeka Okafor, the star center for 
Connecticut. 

The son of a man who grew up 
in war-ravaged Nigeria, Okafor has 
led an easy life by comparison, and 
he’s the first to concede that. 

“My dad’s high school education 
was interruptedby a civil war and they 
weren’t sure they were going to eat the 
next day,” Okafor said. ‘And here I am 
in the United States wondering what 
I’m going to get for Christmas.” 

On Monday, Okafor will lead 
UConn against Georgia Tech in 
the national final. A win would 
mark the crowning achievement 
on the basketball court for Okafor, 
although it would be only part of the 
picture in his well-rounded life. 

The 6-foot-lO All-American, who 
averages 17 points and 11 rebounds, 
will earn his degree in finance in 
May with a 3.8 grade -point average. 
After that, he’ll probably be a top- 
five pick in the NBA draft in June. 

It took Okafor just three years to 


earn his degree, an impressive accom- 
plishment that doesn’t surprise those 
who know him. Okafor shrugs it off, 
calling it more a matter of circum- 
stance than anything great he did. 

In his eyes, the successes on the 
court and in the classroom are equally 
important. “They go hand in hand, 
they’re both a part of me,” he said. 

Okafor has steadily progressed 
with the Huskies, going from a 
freshman who averaged eight 
points to an inside force who can 
completely control a game. 

In the semifinals against Duke, 
he got into early foul trouble and sat 
on the bench for the last 16 minutes 
of the first half In the second half, 
he scored all 17 of his points and 
grabbed seven of his eight rebounds. 
That, plus the defense he played, was 
the difference in a 79-78 win. 

“He was just so focused into win- 
ning that basketball game that he 
took it upon himself,” coach Jim

RADIO I In Hollywood, tweens have 
bumped off the 18-24 crowd in the 
contest for most desirable demo- 
graphic. Tweens wield combined 
spending power of about $250 bil- 
lion in the United States alone — 
and that’s all disposable income. 

But while the mainstream media 
views tweens as a relatively recent 
phenomenon, another service qui- 
etly has been attracting tween con- 
verts by the hundreds of thousands 
— and it happens to share a moni- 
ker with the leading brand in fam- 
ily entertainment. 

Radio Disney reaches an esti- 
mated 23 million 6- to 11-year- 
olds. Its programming is syndi- 
cated nationally (it can be heard 
in Norfolk and Richmond., Va., and 
Cumberland, Md.), with all music 
and DJ banter produced in Dallas 
and piped live to local stations via a 
24 -hour satellite feed from Disney- 
owned ABC Radio Networks (Radio 
Disney’s immediate parent). Five- 
and-a-half minutes of every Radio 
Disney hour are set aside for local 
advertising and promotions. 

Although culled predominantly 
from the top 40 and contemporary 
hits radio formats, playlists also can 
include anythingfrom cartoon songs 
to the Village People to soundtrack 
hits (including many from Disney’s 
Buena Vista and Miramax films, 
of course).

During an average week, 2.7 
million children and 1.4 million 
mothers tune in to Radio Disney. 
With more than 50 percent of lis- 
tening taking place in cars (and 
therefore with a presumed par- 
ent at the wheel). Radio Disney is 
blessed with a unique — and cap- 
tive — dual audience. 

The brand has been extended to 
include Radio Disney Live! concert 
tours, “Radio Disney Jams” com- 
pilation CDs, consumer products 
and electronics — singing interac- 
tive dolls sold as Radio Disney Pop 
Dreamers — and Hit Clips music 
players. 

Other extensions include new 
distribution platforms such as 
XM and Sirius satellite radio, 
digital cable and television and 
an “American Bandstand”-type 
TV show. All of that adds up to a 
great deal of increased exposure for 
Disney as a whole. 

“With the core Disney brand, 
there are challenges reaching the 
upper end of that [age] range, so 
being able to really target and 
reach the tween market has been 
a very important realization for our- 
selves,” said Radio Disney president 
and general manager Jean-Paul 
Colaco. “This [isn’t] just a radio 
station reaching 4.5 million peo- 
ple every week; it is a brand.” todd

FILM I Dead Prez’s new album, 
“RBG: Revolutionary But Gangsta” 
(Columbia), is chock full of rapid- 
fire rhymes, bouncy-but-gritty 
beats and political poignancy. But 
“RBG” may not live up to the hype 
and hopes of those who are eagerly 
awaiting a follow-up to the group’s 
debut, 2000’s “Let’s Get Free.” 

The record is the kind of offering 
that could serve as a bridge between 
fans of gangsta rap and those yearn- 
ing for politically minded rhymes 


like the ones Public Enemy made 
famous. 

The record gives fans of each 
of those styles one place to find 
both in tracks like “Walk Like a 
Warrior,” the soulful “W-4” and 
“Hell Yeah,” which throws down a 
dance beat and the call-to-arms, 
“If you claiming gangsta, then bang 
on the system.” 

But the message could be lost in 
all the throw-your-guns-in-the-air 
bravado, especially on tracks like “I 


Have a Dream Too” where MCs M- 
1 and Stic.man describe a drive-by 
on cops in retaliation for the shoot- 
ings of blacks by police. 

Although the record is lyrically 
compelling from beginning to end, 
it’s wanting in the music depart- 
ment. Songs like “50 in the Clip” and 
“D.O.W.N.” use played-out beats. 

Still, “RBG” is a solid record, and 
should have an audience in both 
gangstas and revolutionar- jfSIk

Noise of Art 


Kurt Cobain’s haunted, 

AFTERMATHI Leland Cobain spreads 
a few yellowing pieces of art across 
his dining room table. The Aberdeen 
Museum of History has asked him 
to contribute to an exhibit about his 
grandson, late Nirvana frontman 
Kurt Cobain. 

One Christmas card Kurt 
made for his grandparents at age 
13 shows a hapless toddler, fish- 
ing, who has hooked the back of 
his shirt. There are radiant water- 
color seascapes and depictions of 
Disney characters. 

Then there are the other paint- 
ings — surrealistic, stark and pow- 
erful — in an apartment 55 miles 
northeast of Leland’s trailer. 


expressive paintings 

Like Cobain’s music, these imag- 
es illustrate the haunted genius of 
the man who shot himself 10 years 
ago today. “By the time he left here, I 
saw him as the type who could have 
been a professional painter,” said 
art teacher Bob Hunter, Cobain’s 
favorite teacher at Aberdeen’s 
Weatherwax High School. “When 
I look at his lyrics now, I can see 
more of what went into his art.” 

In fact, says Cobain biographer 
Charles Cross, during the last two 
years of Cobain’s life the singer fre- 
quently spoke of giving up music for 
a career in visual arts. In 1992, he 
spent six months in Los Angeles, tak- 
ing time off from Nirvana to focus on 


his heroin-inspired painting. 

It was a prolific time for Cobain, 
a time when he was experiment- 
ing with mixing his own blood and 
semen with paint. But those works 
have been seen by very few people, 
Cross being one of them. 

While Cobain’s estate keeps his 
Los Angeles paintings in a secure 
vault, the AP was able to view sev- 
eral paintings owned by one of 
Cobain’s close friends in Tacoma. 

One shows a fetus floating amid 
what appears to be the white silhou- 
ettes of tree branches. Another is of a 
strangely bent skeletal figure resem- 
bling a ghostly white E.T. It was a 
self-portrait, the friend said. 

Some of the paintings were 
done on the back of board games 
that Cobain bought at thrift stores 
because he couldn’t afford canvas. 

Said Hunter: “The art he had 
within him did as much for the 
music as the music did for the

Guild Talks Focus on DVDs, Reality 



Will reality TV stars like Jeff Probst of 
“Survivor”step in in caseof a walkout? 


NEGOTIATIONS I Movie and televi- 
sion writers will seek a bigger cut of 
profits from the fast-growing DVD 
market when talks begin today on 
a new three -year contract. 

Members of the Writers Guild of 
America also want studios to help 
cover rising health care costs. 

Producers counter they cannot 
afford to pay writers more because 
production costs have increased and 


changing economics and viewing 
habits have made it tougher to 
recoup investments. 

“It’s not surprising to hear 
media moguls pleading poverty,” 
the guild told members in a recent 
negotiations update. “But don’t be 
fooled.” 

The WGA contract covering 
11,000 writers is set to expire on 
May 2. Both sides have offered little 


public comment about the negotia- 
tions. Some industry sources have 
said that unscripted reality shows 
would make it easier to fill holes in 
the fall TV schedule in the event of 
a walkout. 

The talks are shaping up as 
a sequel of sorts, with many of 


the same issues on the table that 
dominated the last round of talks 
in 2001. Those negotiations were 
settled when writers won a share 
of video -on- demand revenue, but 
at the time, DVD sales were not yet 
a major revenue source for studios.

WORKPLACE I Are you sometimes a 
conniving weasel at work? 

If you answered yes, then you 
probably aren’t the biggest jerk in 
your office. That’s because the really 
big jerks almost never acknowledge 
their behavior. In many ways, that’s 
the secret to their success. 

“I’ve never met a chronically dif- 
ficult person who owns up to his 
actions,” says Gloria Elliott, who 
helps 100 companies deal with 
obnoxious employees through her 
“Jerk Training” seminars. 

Elliott estimates that 10 percent 
of people in the work force are full- 
time jerks. To thrive in their pres- 
ence, she says, you must figure out 
who’s redeemable and who’s not. 

If someone is simply a remorse- 
less jerk, back off They’re not “nor- 
mal,” so normal responses rarely 
work. Resist taking their bait, 
limit your contact with them and 


always be on guard. “Nice is not con- 
tagious,” Elliott says. “Don’t smile 
at these people.” 

If you do choose confrontation, 
take back-up. Even then, your team 
can’t demand a “personality trans- 
plant”; just outline the work-related 
behavior that you want changed. 


Sometimes people will give you 
strong warnings that they see their 
jerkiness as a necessary tool. Take 
note. In one of Elliott’s seminars, 
an attendee admitted: “Look, I 
can be nice until 9:15 a.m., and 
then it’s every man for himself.”
